They 
clung to two patches of woqds until 
thousands of gas shells filled with oily 
poison saturated the overhanging mist. 
Though struck with the full force of | 
the enemy’s artillery and his picked 
troops, the Americans recaptured 
Seicheprey by brilliant work in the

Rescue Under Fire. : 

One boy was caught in a dugout with 
thirty others. After the Germans 
hurled grenades and heavy shells upon 
the collapsed dugout, the youngster 
dug a hole in the top and helped rescue 
many companions while shells were 
bursting all around.

The barberry 
in the parks is mostly of the Japanese 
type, it was explained, but the other 
kind harbors spores which cause the 
black rust of wheat.

J—Consolidation of all meat pur- 
chases for the government and the al- 
lies in a single bureau at Chicago was 
announced tonight by the food admin- 
istration. E. L. Roy of the administra-

Maximum prices to be allowed in 
May on purchases of beef for Amer- 
ica’s fighting forces and the allies, were 
announced tonight by the army, navy 
and marine corps. ile the govern- 
ment controls beef prices only to the 
extent ef saying what it will pay, the 
purchases under the government direc- 
tion are so enormous that the maxi- 
mum figures now fixéd are expected 
to go far toward stabilizing prices to 
the domestic consumer.

The plan is to continue abottifig “| 
ernment and allied contracts ong 
the packers at prices based n pre- 
vailing live stock markets, provided 
they are not higher than the stated 
maximum. 
should be a drop in the market, and 
no agreement on prices has been 
reached in the meantime, the federal 
trade commission will be called upon 
to ascertain costs upon which to base 
new maximum government prices. 
Following is the announcement of the 
beef prices: 

The army and navy and-the marine 
corps announce that their meat re- 
quirements for May delivery (except 
upon the Pacific coast) will be allotted 
among the packers (unless lower bids 
are received) at prices based on live 
stock markets, but in no event higher 
than the following base prices per hun- 
dred pounds: 

“Good steers, 500 to 600 pounds, 
f. o. b. New York, frozen and wrapped, 
commercial trim for export, $24.05. - 

“Same 600 to 700 pounds, $24.80. 

„Same, 700 pounds up, $25.55. 

“ Navy requirements, $24.65. 

“ Cows, 500 to 600 pounds, $21.50. 

“ Army beef of special weights, with 
special trim or for special purposes, 
will have proper differentials.

Even Bakers, Railway and 
Milk Men Will Take a 
„Holiday.“ 


DUBLIN, April 22.— Following the 
decision of the Trade congress here 
on Saturday, trade unions have gen- 
‘erally determined to abstain from all 
| work tomorrow, as 4 protest against 
_ conscription and as evidence of their 
; Durpose to resist it. 
| Dublin householders were told this 
morning by bakers and milkmen that 
there would be no deliveries tomor- 
row. Tramway and transport workers’ 
organizations ‘have decided to stop 
work, as well as engineers, carpenters, 
tailors, drapers’ assistants, black- 
smiths, etc. Railway men's organiza- 
tions, said to number 20,000, including 
stationmasters and clerks, have cqme 
to the same decision. 

Approved by Dublin Officials. 

So far as trades union labor is con- 
cerned, tomorrow will be a general 
holiday. No previous attempt to stop 
tramways and trains has ever com- 
pletely succeeded in Ireland, but this 
is the first time any such move has 
been able to rely on high ecclesiastical 
and pelitical approval. The event is

No allied counter stroke eventiiated. No army at 
all resembling Gallieni’s rushed to the relief of 
Gen. Haig. Why? Because no such army existe? 
No. Because Gen. Foch lacks decision? No. Be- 
cause Haig overestimated the allies’ reserve man 
power and their ability to save the day? No. 

From French sources dome interpretations mak · 
ing the whole thing clear. The great allied offensive 
never was “impending *—that is, never in the 
sense of Haig to Hit Back Boon.“ And if the 
french were “coming rapidly and in great force 
to Haig’s support, the promised relief was merely 
local ahd not the beginning of a “ great allied of:

ELEPHANTIASGSIS. 

LEPHANTIASIS is #6-cnlléd be- 
E cause thé parts affected by it are 

eomewhat ciephantine in appear- 

anee. Other naraes for it are 
“elephant leg” and pachydermia, each 
indiéating a resemblance to some part of 
an élephant. * 

Elephantiasis ié liable to Affect any 
part of the body, but the leg beow the 
knee and thé foot are the parts most fre- 
duently involved. An elephant leg may 
be twerty-ffvé inches in cireuthference 
below the knee and may weigh u hundred 
pounds. The skin is greatly thickened 
and has something of the appearance of 
elephant skin. 

The disease has no tendency to destroy 


and burdensome that amputation is ad- 
vidable, but, if the operation is done, it 
ig to increase comfort and éfficiency and 
not because life ie endangered or health 
is impaired. -

In the tropics the disease results from 
an invasion of the tissues by a worm. 
Tile worm wh can live in the blood 
stream is known as filaria sanguinis or 
blood worm. In the cases due to in- 
fection with filaria the patient has re- 
peated attacks of fever, during each’ of 
which the size of the affected member 
inéreases in size. The gain in size dur- 
ing an attack is held. Thus the affected 
member grows by spurts. 

Away from the tropics the disease is 
due to a éhronic infection of the deep 
tissues 6f the skin with bacteria, The 
growth of the affected member is slower 
and freer from general symptoms. The 
elephant leg, for instance, simply en- 
larges and that is all there is to indi- 
ente that any disease is present.

Elephantiasis in this country is not of 
consequence. Nearly every physiciafi has 
one or more cases which indicate that 
there is a moderate amount of it.

Now 
I would like to tell you how they 
do it at Fox Lake, Til: I have seen 


‘the socalled carp’ séiners drag their 


nets ever so often In the last few years 
and only onee or twice have I seen 
them put back all the game fish. In- 
stead I have seen as many as twenty 
or thirty wall eye pike put in a hoop 
net and kept at the Mineola pier. 


These fish were lifted out of the water 


to show to the people and the way 
they would lash and beat about and 
slam each other was a crime. After 
twenty-four hours or so you can imag- 
ine how many of them would be fit for 
the hatchery—get that, HATCHERY.
